T4 the 2d, 1766, Dr. Addenbrooke's Truſtees offered to grant 
a 25 of the houſe and ground for a long term to new Truſtees, 
to be nominated by the Subſcribers : but upon laying this mat- 
ter before the Hon. Mr. Yorke, be was of opinion, that the 
Truſtees could not extend or vary Dr. Addenbrooke's plan, with- 
out an act of parliament.

In conſequence of which privilege, the Hoſpital was very early 


endowed by Mrs. Cawthorne, of Cambridge, with fix acres of free- 


hold arable land and leys lying in the fields of Barnwell, and let 
at the yearly rent of 4].

When the Hoſpital was conveyed from Dr. Addenbrooke's 

Truſtees to the preſent Governors, a kitchen and all other offices 
were either totally wanting or left incomplete: to ſupply this de- 
fect, the Governors at fi 3 a ſmall tenement adjoining 
to the Hoſpital. But by the liberal contributions of the neigh- 
bouring noblemen, gentlemen, and others, they have ſince been 
enabled to fit up the houſe with all the neceſſary offices according 
to a plan given them by Mr. Eſex, to lay out the ground about 
the Hoſpital, to make new and fences where wanted, and 
to repair the old ones. The carrying of theſe improvements 
into execution has been attended with a very great expence, as 
may be ſeen from the printed accounts. But the above neceſſary 
works being now completed, the Governors hope, that few ex- 
traordinary expences will be incurred for the future. 

| Notwithſtanding theſe very conſiderable ourgoings, by the 
large —_ laſt year from the collection at the church and 
oratorio, the Governors have been enabled to add 6001. capital 
ſtock to the 16001. they had before in the funds.
